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THE NEW MINISTER TO RUSSIA DIES 
SUDDENLY THIS MORNING. 


VERY 


A Throat Affection Carries Him Away at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York 
City Before His Friends Knew That He 
Was Seriously 111—Sketch of His Life 
and His Career. 


New Tonk, May 16.—Allen Thorndike Rrice, 
the newly appointed Minister to Russia, died 
suddenly this morning at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where he was a guest. Mr. Rice had 
been suffering from a throat. affection fora 
few days past, but was not supposed to be in 
any danger. He intended to sail for Europe 
yesterday in the Inman steamer City of Paris, 
but was compelled to delay his departure 
owing to his sickness, |

He bad been suffering with a sore throat for 
some days past and Monday the soreness de- 
veloped into a very severe attack of tonsilitis, 
the ulceration being of such a character that 
his physician forbade all thought of a sea 
voyage until his trouble had been removed. 
Though decidedly serious, there were no ap- 
parent symptoms of a dangerous character 
about the minister's attack, and it was ex- 
pected that he would be in condition to 
sail in a fortnight. So sudden and 


unexpected was Mr. Rice’s iliness that his 
intimate friends were not aware of it until 
they wenttothe steamer, expecting to bid 
him godspeed on his voyage, but on learning 
the true state of affairs many proceeded to 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel toascertain his pre- 
cise condition. Mr. Rice’s name appeared on 
the printed passenger list of the steamer and 
nearly all of the —1— supposed that he 
was to be their fellow voyager. 
MR. RICE’S LAST HOURS. 

Mr. Rice died at3:30 this morning. There 
were with him atthe time of his death James 
Sargeant, his valet of twenty years’ standing; 
Henry crisp, an experienced nurse, Dr. 
Goldthwafte and Dr. Fuller, who had deen in 
attendunce upon him. He has been ill during 
the entire spring, having generally run down 
from overwork in preparing to go abroad. He 
took to his bed three or four days ago, 
suffering from tonsilitis. Histonsils had for- 
merly given him considerable trouble, aud had 
been clipped. There was a certain amount of 
ulceration apparent, with symptoms of quin- 
sy. The case had not been considered dan- 


gerous, however, even up to II o’clock last 


night. Monday was his worstday. On Tues- 
day night the abscess began to discharge, and 
he felt a great deal of relief. The patient’s 
temporature fell and his condition appeared 
to be favorable. He also had a good appetite. 
Dr. Fuller adds that Mr. Rice’s nurse 
was an excellent one, and thatall was done 
for the sick man that was possible. The

He organized in 1879 what is 
popularly known as the Charnay Expedition 
which was dispatched under the United States 
and France to investigate systematically the 
remains of ancient civilization in Central 
America and Mexico. In 188 he bought a 
controlling interest in 
of the chief papers of Paris, France. 
his interest in it up to the time of his death. 
He always took an active interest in politics 
and in 1 received a Republican nomination 
for Congress, but was defeated. He was the 
first to recommend the adoption of the Aus- 
tralian syetem of voting in the United States, 
and it was mainly owing to his influence that 
a plank for ballot reform was put in the Re- 
publican and Union Labor party’s national 
platform. He edited ‘‘Reminiscences of 
Abraham Lincoln’’ and contributed to An- 
cient Cities of the New World,“ which was 
issued two years ago.

Rudy has sinee separated from his wife and 
has a petition for divorce now in the Cirouit 
Court. The verdict of the jury gives the 
daughter all her father’s property.

PRIVATE SECRETARY SHERMAN APPOINTED 
CONSUL AT LIVERPOOL, ENGLAND. 


**Tinplate” John Jarrett Gets the Birming - 
ham Consulship—Other Diplomatie Ap- 
pointments—The Chances of St. Louis 
Aspirants—The Color Line in the General 
Land Office—Mr. Randall Improving.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 16.—Walker Blaine 
stated to a consular aspirant this morning 
that four consuls would be appointed to-day. 
Two of them, he said, were the Censul-Gen- 
eral at Liverpool and the Consul-General at 
Honolulu. Tom Sherman, who was for many 
years Secretary Blaine’s private Secretary, is 
booked for Liverpool and B. F. Reist of Day- 
ton, O., expects to recetve the ap- 
pointment at Honolulu. Mr. Blaine re- 
fused to say whether the other two included 
the name of Mr. Bain or that of Mr. Boyd. It 
is not unlikely though that one of them will 
receive his appointment to-day. In any 
event itis good news to know thatthe Presi- 
dent has began to take up matters from the 


State Department. Itis likely now that many 
of them will be disposed of. 
In this counection the speech of 
Mr. Blaine made at Gen. Agnus’ 
garden party yesterday is regarded as sig- 
nificant. The delay in the consular appoint- 
ments go ve rise to a rumor that the long ex- 
pected break between Mr. Blaine and the 
President was coming. Mr. Biaine’s remark 
I that before Democrat or Repub- 
ican the President would regard as highest in 
honor a citizen of the United States, is in- 
terpreted as an indication that he sympa- 
thizes with the President’s conservative 
course in handling foreign appointments.

As Recorder Mr. Townsend will be chief ofa 
division where there is a score or more of 
ladies employed. There is considerable 
anxiety to see Mr. Townsend and find out what 
sort of man heis. Some of the employes have 
expressed the opinion in a quiet way thata 
colored man ought not to hold that position, 
but the majority are waiting to see the man 
before making up their minds on this point. 
There are twenty-five lady clerks em- 
ployed in that division and they 
are brought by the nature of 
their employment in constant and direct com- 
munication with the Recorder. Mr. Townsend 
issaid to be an estimable gentleman. He is 
secretary of a national missionary society,has 
been twice a member of the Indiana Legisla- 
ture, owns a fine farm and came very near be- 
ing elected bishop of his church recently. But 
all these things are forgotten by the ladies of 
the division, who ouly remember that Rev. 
J. Townsend is a colored man. Since his ap- 
pointment nearly halfof the ladies in bis di- 
vision have applied fora transfer to some 
other division. hey all wantto be kept on 
the Government peeves and for that reason 
are averse to talking much about the matter, 
but applications for transfer speak for them- 
selves.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE. 


The Taney Court-House Bill Passed—Re- 
corder Williams Safe. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 16.—The Senate 
this morning passed the House bill appropri- 
ating $50,000 to aid in building a court-house 
in Taney County. Senators Headlee of Green 
and Mike McGrath labored hard for its pass- 
age. Senator Headlee made a telling speech 
in behalf of the bill. He alluded to the im- 
poverished condition of the people of that 
county, broughton by the results of the late 
war, that county lying in the pathway of both 
contending armies that destroyed by fire the 
Sourt-house and many of the best improved 
dwellings and farms of the county. The 
Court-house having been destroyed on three 
different occasions, the rebuilding imposed a 
bonded debt of $40,000. The Senator stated 
that it was the poorest county in the State in 
taxable wealth, her assessed valuation being 
but a half million. Senator McGrath 
claimed the right to speak in behalf 


of Taney County. He knew much 
of her history and was familiar with her im- 
poverished financial condition. She was 
suffering from the misrule of radicalism, but 
as she elected one Democratic County Judge 
atthe last election hethought that with a 
good Court-house and the consequent en- 
forcement of law and order the county would 
be Democratic. Senators Sebree and Thur- 
man both opposed the bill on account of con- 
stitutional opjections. The bill finally passed 
by a good majority. 

The Senate concurred in House amendments 
to the bill entitled, Ot Inroads and Highways 
and on Executions.’’ 

The Chair appointed a second Conferénce 
Committee on the differences between the 
House and Senate on the bill appropriating 
money for the support of the public schools of 
the State. The committee consists of Senators 
Major, Johnson of Montgomery and Headlee. 
It is understood that this committee will be 
willing @ agree with the House in the appro- 
priation of one-third of the State revenue for 
schoo! purposes. 

Mr. Taylor of Sullivan, a Republican, offered 
a resolution this morning in the House to the 
effect that it was the sense ofthe House that 
the following bills be taken up and cansidered 
in the following order: 

The bill relating to cities, town and villages, 
all local option bilis, city, towns and village 
schools, crimes and criminal procedure and 
— amendments to both Senate and 

ouse and all appropriation bills, and 
when these have been disposed of, 
that the General Assembly adjourn 
sine die. Mr. Houcke spoke in favor of the 
resolution, and Messrs. Bodine and Champ 
Clark againstit. Pending the discussion the 
morning hour expired, the resolution went 
over and the House took np the consideration 
of the bill on cities, towns and villages. Had 
the resolution come to a vote it is highly 
probable that it would have been adopted. 

The restlessness of the House is still in- 
creasing, and outside influences are largely 
tending their aid to encourage an early ad- 
journment in order to defeat the passage of 
objectionable bills.

THREE BRUTAL DOG CATCHERS PUT ON

Most Rigid Examination of Jurors Made 
Since the Maxwell Investigation—Dog

The celebrated case against Dog-catohers

TWO SIGNIFICANT TRANSACOCTION S. 

The completion of the purchase ot the 
Wabash Railway by the Wabash Western 
Railway and its consolidation with the lat- 
ter corporation, the news of which was first 
published in yesterday’s Post-DispaTou, 
mark not only the reunion of the sep- 
arated parts of a great railway system 
wrecked by Gould manipulation, but they 
mark the second of two recent railroad 
transactions of especial import to St. 
Louis. 

The first was the purchase of a 
vast amount of property by the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy for 
an independent entrance into the city. 
This may be taken as an inaugural move- 
ment to throw off the burden of paying 
tribute to Jay GOULD at the Gold toll 
gate in the Mill Creek Valley; as an indi- 
cation that no great railroad system can 
longer neglect this city and asa sure prom- 
ise of development for anew part of the 
city and of vastly increased trade from 
territory hitherto shut off from St. Louis. 

The Wabash Western is a St. Louis rail- 
road and the consolidation with it of the 
Wabash properties east of the Mississippi 
with headquarters in this city means 
a great addition of interests and 
business here which have for several 
years past been centered in Chicago. It 
means that the money of the corporation 
will be disbursed here, its supplies pur- 
chased here and its interests identified 
particularly with St. Louis. 

Other railroads are working in this 
direction. The Cleveland, St. Louis & 
Kansas City is nowin course of construc- 
tion and the Atchison has entrance into 
the city with part of a line constructed. 
Capital is seeking investment here as 
never before in handsome buildings, 
transportation and street transit lines, 
commercial and manufacturing enter- 
prises. The entering wedge has been 
driven into the Indian Territory, making 
a breach in that bar to the progress of the 
Southwest. The States tributary to St. 
Louis are rapidly growing. In a word 
there is no city in the Union with a more 
substantial basis of advantages, wealth 
and prosperity or with brighter prospects. 
The apex of the greatest growth of St. 
Louis is in the future.

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THE CASE OF WASHINGTON IRVING BISHOP, 
THE MIND-READER. 


Results of the Post-Mortem Examination in 
This Remarkable Case Will Not Be Dis- 
closed at Present—His Last Feats Which 
Besulted in Sis Death—To Be Buried by 
the St. Louig Elks.

W. Irving Bishop. ly to take him out 
on a tour of the country, he went to the 
Lambs Club, an organization before which he 
deemed it to be advantageous to make the 
most impressive possible display of his pow- 
ers, whatever they may have been. The et- 
fort proved fatal, death following during a 
hystrocataieptic seizure which came on just as 
he finished the feat. Bishop performed some 
remarkable feats, which, with his disposition, 
physical and mental powers, and remarkable 
death make him a subject of great interest to 
the medical profession. 

HIS FEATS 

were, however, remarkable. A witness at 
the Lambs Club meeting gives the following 
account of Bishop’s first featon Sunday night: 
This consisted of the enactment of a murder 
scene in the presence of the audience, after 
Bishop had lett the room. A large jack-knife 
was procured, and with it one of the gentle- 
men pretended to stab another on the right 
breast, after which the ‘*murderer’’ 
and his confederates proceeded 
to hide the weapon. There 
happened to bea piano on the small stage 
used by the Lambs for their entertainments, 
and there was not one in the interested audi- 
ence who did not believe that the knife had 
been hidden In the piano, but to deceive the 
spectators and puzzle Bishop the committee- 
man, who had the knife pretended to place it 
in the instrument, whilein reality he slipped 
it into the other gentleman’s breast pocket. 

When Bishop came into the room he pro- 
ceeded almost directly to the piano, when he 
became very much excited, exclaiming: ‘* You 
are not dealing fair with me; you are chang- 
Ing your mind. No; it’s all right: 
green and gold and diamond 
pin.“ Then, as if by inspiration, he 
pounced upon the committeeman and drew 
the knife from its place of concealment. His 
success in finding the weapon made Bishop 
still more wild, and he rushed across the 


room, and, releasing his grasp of the ‘‘me- 
dium. ran up to the right man who wore the 
green-and-gold scarf and the diamond pin 
and dealt him a blow, just as had been done in 
the original scene. 

After the successful performance of this feat 
Bishop undertook to discovera name on the 
club books in another apartment. Taking 
hold of the wrist of one of the two reliable 

entlemen who examined the book, Bishop 

urried from the room, blindfolded, found 
the hidden book, marked the name, returned 
to the assembly room and nervously wrote it 
out backwards. Then he fell in a cataleptic 
At. 

Dr. Irwine, a friend who was present and 
who urged him not to undertake the feat, did 
not think 

THE SEIZURE 

serious at first. Every description of stimu- 
lant was resorted to, and brandy and ether 
proving of no avail electricity was called into 
play, but none had any perceptible effect, 
though the physicians labored faithfully until 
the end. Up tos o’clock in tne morning Mr. 
Bishop was apparently quite conscious of his 
condition and surroundings, but unable at 
any time to make more than a sign, and it 
was not until 5 o’clock that the physicians 
gave up hope, for at that hour insensibility 
set in and the patient perceptibly sank until 
II o’clock, when the hysterical symptoms 
rapidly increased, and death occurred at pre- 
cisely noon. 

There is considerable feeling among some 
of Mr. Bishop’sfriends regarding the inces- 
sant use of electricity, for they assert that so 
great a current was used even after death that 
the limbs of the dead man were thrown about 
as though he were still allve. It is also a re- 
markable fact that 0 great was the muscular 
strength shown by Bishop while suffering that 
fortwo hours after his seizure he tossed the 
strong men who were holding him as it they 
were children. 

It was supposed that Bishop was well off, 
but this proved untrue, as his wife has tele- 
graphed to the Elks Lodge in this city, to 
which he belonged, asking for money for the 
funeral. Last night the local lodge notified 
the New York lodge to advance $100 to the 


widow.

DEATH RESULTED 
from the knife used at the post-mortem exam- 
ination. The physicians designate the charge 
as nonsense. 

Dr. Irwine said that the heart beats durin 
the attack frequently leaped up to 160 and 170 
per minute, and the condition of the patient 
was at all times intensely nervous and ex- 
cited. Death was apparently easy, the nerv- 
ous system gradually giving way under the 
intense strain. When reasoned with by Dr. 
Irwine before the fatal feat was performed, 
Bishop said that he had often fallen im a fit 
after bis performances and seemed to consid- 
er them a necessary and unavoidable penalty. 

„There was at no time, continued Dr. 
Irwine, * symptom of a trance, though 
Mr. Bishop did mention that he had had them, 
one lasting, I think he said, for thirty-six 
hours. During the whole of his last attack 
the symptoms were purely and entirely cata- 


leptic.’’ 

Br. Ferguson of St. Luke“ and the New 
York Hospital acceded to Dr. Irwine’s request 
to perform a post-mortem examination. The 
brain and internal organs were all examined 
and full notes were taken, the details of which 
will be given to the public hereafter. The ex- 
amination proved the correctness of the diag- 
nosis, which was thet death had resulted from 
coma, following bysteric-catalepsy. 

The brain was terribly congested, and traces 
of disease were discovered im the organs, but 
death did not result from these, The report 
ofthe examination will shortiy be prepared 
for submission to the “New York society, The 
physicians ye that some of Bishop’s most 
remarkable feats were accomplished by what 
is called muscle ng.

TERRIBLE SCENE AT THE HOTEL BARNUM 
AT AN EARLY MORNING HOUR. 


FP. F. Kirk, a Young Man in a Frenzy, 
Springs Through a Window and Re- 
ceives Countless Wounds—His Fierce 
Fight With the Police—Taken Home This 
Morning — A Romance Which Nearly 


Caused a Tragedy. 


ARLY this morning 

wild shrieks were 

heard proceeding 

from the third 

story ofthe Hotel 

Barnum and 4a 

crowd soon gath- 

ered in front of 

that house. The 

excitement of the 

spectators was in- 

1 creased by the ap- 

pearance ofa patrol 

wagon and shortly afterwards three police- 

men emerged from the hotel, bearing between 

them the struggling figure. of a man covered 

with a blood-stained sheet. The wagon was 

at once driven to the Dispensary andthe in- 
juries of the wounded man attended to. 

The cause of the commotion was a man 
named P. F. Kirk of Jacksonville, III., who 
was seized with a fit of violent insanity shortly 
after retiring for the night. The case is a very 
mysterious one and some one is most serious- 
ly to blame for allowing a maniac, dangerous 
to himself and to others, to go at large. About 
11:30 last night turee men appeared at the Lin- 
dell Hotel and took seats on the settee near 
the counter. They were roughly dressed, and 
appeared to be somewhat underthe influence 
of liquor. After sitting and talking together 
for some time, the trio approached the desk, 
and asked ifthey could obtain accommoda- 
tions for the night. Asthey hadno baggage, 
the night clerk requested payment in ad- 
vance. After searching their pockets, the ap- 
plicants announced thatthey were unable to 
muster sufficient cash, and asked to be di- 


rected to 
Sou HOTEL 


where the rates were lower. All were per- 
fectly courteous, and on Deing directed to the 
Hotel Barnum took their departure. 

Where they spent the next hour is unknown. 
The next trace of the party was found at the 
Hotel Barnum, where they appeared shortly 
after 12:30. The three were together, but they 
only asked for one room, oneof the number 
registering the name of P. F. Kirk and 
introducing a man who answered to 
that name. Mr. Kirk appeared to be in a 


most dilapidated condition. He was hatless, 
his cravat was gone, his shirt was open at the 
neck, and his general appearance exceedingly 
woebegone. He was assigned to room 14, on 
the second floor, and at once went to bed. 

About 1:80 a. m. the guests of the hotel were 
startied by a loud crash, as of breaking glass. 
Tne night watchman ran up stairs, endeavor- 
ing to locate it, but before he had succeeded 
in so doing another crash was he 0 
this time in the third * Demoniac yells 
followed, and Policeman Barrv, who is sta- 
tioned at the Lindell Hotel, ran up to discover 
the cause of the disturbance. Attracted by 
the shrieks, the officer hastened to room W, 
on the third floor, and threw open the door. 

A TERRIBLE SIGHT 

was revealed. A man, completely nude, and 
with the blood pouring from more than 
twenty ragged gashes, was rushing about the 
room beating the wails and emitting the most 
ear- piercing screams. The officer at 
once grappled with him, but with the 
strength of insanity the madman fought him 
off, and it became necessary to summon help. 
Two more policemen soon appeared upon the 
scene, and by their combined efforts the 
maniac was overcome. So flerce were his 
struggies that it became necessary to tie his 
hands behind his back and securely fasten his 
feet together. When this was accomplished 
his mania seemed to subside and 

begged them to untie him, 
and when this was refused plead 
for a glass of water. This was given him, a 
sheet was thrown over bis shoulders, and the 
helpless and exhausted man was carried down 
stairs, placed in the patrol wagon and driven 
to the Dispensary. 

A visit to the room occupied by the maniac 
revealed a scene of wild confusion. His 
clothing was scattered over the floor, the 
globes of the chandelier were shattered to 
atoms, the window sash was broken, and 
the window glass shivered. It was evident 
that Kirk had sprung through the window and 
landed on the skylight between the hotel and 
the adjacent building. By the blood spots that 
thickly covered the skylight it was evident 
that he had run up and down the skylight, 
which is about fifteen feet long and four feet 
wide, several times.

It was 
then that he began giving vent to the shrieks 
which led to his capture. 

On being conveyed to the Dispensary his 
wounds were examined, and it was found 
that he bad over one hundred cuts and 
scratches on his person, fortunately none of 
them serious. After his wounds were dressed, 
he was taken to the Four Courts for safe- 
keeping, where he soon fell into a quiet sleep. 

THE STARTLING EVENTS 

of the night were a mystery to all those 
assembled, with the exception of 
one man. A gentieman, Ralph 
Reynolds by name, hailing from Jacksonville, 
Ill., bad been stopping for some days at the 
Lindell. He was aroused by the shrieks, 
hastily dressed and ran out to investigate 
matters, as he had more than asuspicion of 
what had occurred. He arrived at the door of 
Hotel Barnum just as the madman was being 
carried to the patrol wagon. He obtained a 
glimpse of his face, but said nothing at the 
time. Proceeding to the Dispensary, he in- 
troduced himself as the brother-in-law of the 
injured man, and gave the explanation of bis 
peculiar actions. * to Reynolds’ ac - 
count, Kirk was a young fellow of about 19 

ears of age, and amember of one of the lead- 
ne families of Jacksonville. His father had 
been a well-known merchant in Chicago, and

Grievances at That Piace. 


The following is the full text of the petition 
presented to the Municipal Assembly in re- 
gard tothe Union Market nuisance. As will 
be seen, it is signed by representatives of 
most of the leading firms and is the voice of 
citizens and taxpayers directly affected by the 


matter of which they complain. The petition 
is as strong as it can be made, and it will un- 
doubtedly receive full consideration from 
the city fathers: 


Tothe Honorable the Municipal Assembly of the 

City of St. Louis: 

GENTLEMEN—The undersigned, your peti- 
tioners, doing business in the near proximity 
to Union Market, would respectfully call your 
attention to the fact that the existing Union 
Market sheds are ir adequate to the reguire- 
ments of this great ci as a market place, 
and as now coustructed are an unsightly ob- 
struction to Broadway, which has by reason 
of our city’s growth become the principal re- 
tail street of the city; that the maintenance of 
the Union Market sheds is a nuisance and a 
disgrace to the city. 

The existing wagon-yard yields no revenue 
to the city, that by reason of vehicles having 
to cross the pavements laid on the Broadway 
and Sixth street fronts in order to reach the 
existing yards, maintains a constant nuisance 
and dangerous to pedestrians, more especially 
ladies and children. 

That the present construction of Union Mar- 
ket is such that the low sheds are unsigiitiy 
and not in keeping with the progress of 
Broadway, now the great retail business 
thoroughfare of the city, made so by the ex- 
tensive ,improvements made by the proper- 
ty owners and merchants doing business 
thereon in the last year or two. 

That by reason of the inside stalls bein 
attractive, the largest portion of the business 
of the market is forced upon the outer edge 
of the pavements, thereby rendering the 
market-place a nuisance to all pedestrians 
who use this great thoroughfare. 

That the growth of the retail trade during 
the past eighteen months on Broadway, the 
erection and reconstruction of business houses 
thereon has so changed the condition of things 
that the existing market-place sbeds, by rea- 
son of their construction, are found a very 

reat detriment to the trade because of their 

isagreeable nuisance and obstruction to our 
citizens and strangers in passing from store to 
store on Broadway, north and south of the 
market. 

That, in our opinion, the city should con- 
struct an annex upon a modern plan on the 
south side of the main building, wherein all 
the business usually conducted ina market 
Place could be done, which would utilize all 
of the space now considered uadesirable, 
which annex would produce a largely in- 
creased revenue, as well as bean ornament 
to the city in keeping with its rapid prog- 
ress. 

Therefore, we, the undersigned, mer- 
chants, citizens and tax-payers, respectfully 
and urgently petition your honorable body 
to enact an ordinance for the removal of the 
existing Union Market sheds and the abolish- 
ment ofthe present wagon yard in connec- 
tion therewith; and, rther, to enact an 
ordinance for the construction of an annex 
of protected glass arcades, properly subdi- 
vided into stands accessible on all sides, ad- 
jacent to the existing building, with arched 
Klass roof and stove or granitoid floor 
throughout; that the annex shall be of an 
ornamental architectural design, thus making 
it attractive to market patronsand strangers 
who visit our city, and afford the lessees of 
the Union stalis good and sufficient room to 
conduct their business: further, that you will 
enactan ordinance to reconstructthe side- 
walks on Broadway, Christy avenue, Sixth 
street and Morgan street adjacent to the 
Union Market.

He Has Heard of No Architects Who Object 
to the Conditions, Bat, on the Contrary, 
Has Had Letters From a Number Who 
Will Compete—The Question of a Founda- 
tion. 


The announcement in yesterday’s Posr- 
DISPATCH that probably the best architects 
would not bid on the new City Hall, because 
the successful. competitor was not assured 
that he would receive the superintendency, 
and because the building could not be put up 
for the money the city proposed to expend 
has created a good deal of talk and some peo- 
ple seem to think that these obstacles may 
prevent the building of the new ball. Such an 
opinion is, of course, absurd. The difficulties 
are not 80 serious as all that, and 
the city officials do not intend to 
regard them at all. 
the work as if the objections had never been 
heard. City Counselor Bell says ground will 
probably be bioken next spring. Mr. Bell 
bas given more attention to the project that 
any Oneelse and he was seen this morning 
and ask ed what the commission would dois 
view of the objections which are being 


urged. 
TOO MUCH COMPETITION. 
IT have not met those objections,’’ he said. 
And asfarasthe fear that there will be no 
competition is concerned I am afraid that 


the most serious trouble will be that the com- 


mission will have too many plans submitted. 
Mr. Isaccs says that the architects will not 
care tocompete when they are not assured 
of receiving the. superintendency. 
Well 1 have not found it 80. 
The commission has received a 
number of letters from architects in all 
partsof the country. They write, making 
inguiries, but not one has suggested that 
there was any objection to the conditions re- 
garding the acceptance of the plans. Some of 
them want to know which way the buildingis to 
front, others ask whether we want a perspec- 
tive drawing and similar inquiries are made, 
but, asIsaid, I have not heard before that 
any architects objected because they were not 
assured of the superintendency. And it 
stands to reason that an architect in New York 
or Boston orin any distant city would not 
want to give up his business there and come 
here for three or four years 
just to superintend this building. 
The 2% per cent for superintending would 


only amount to $25,000. And as far as our local 
architects are concerned, why several of them 
who are members of the American Institute 
or Western Association are going to compete 
under the conditions of the Code of Competi- 
tion. Ames and Young and Furber and Balk- 
ley and several who are members of the Asso- 
ciation will submit plans and che letters the 
commission has received indicate that there 
will be plenty of outside architects who will 
come in. 
THE ESTIMATES TOO HIGH. 

How about the cost of the building?“ 

**Isee no reason whatever why it cannot 
be built for $1,000,000. Mr. Isaacs computes 
the cost per cubic foot and bases it on the 
cost of the fine buildings in Chicago. Well, 
those are among the finest buildings in the 
United States. Take the Rookery, which he 
mentions, for example, I suppose there is not 
a finer office building in this country.

The Squabble Between the Union Avenue & 
Forest Park Railway and the Cable & 
Western Road Argued by Numerous At- 
torneys—A Batch of Divorces—Caught in 
a Wheat Deal—Legal Notes. 


One dozen lawyers, afew of them ex- judges, 
were in Judge Ficher’s court this morning 
arguing and fighting against each other in the 
injunction case of the Union A- 
enue & Forest Park Rallway Oo. 
against the St. Louis Cable & Western Railway 
Co., which is of such great interest to the 
several thousand citizens residing. in the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, west of Vandeventer 
and east of Taylor avenues, along the Narrow 
Gauge road. Henry W. Bond of Gibson, Bond 
& Gibson was there, representing the Cable & 
Western Railway Co. Alex. Martin was the 
representative of the Union avenue embryo 
railway. Franklin Ferris talked for the rural- 
ists of Oabanne and West Cabanne places. 
Mills & Flitcraft, Minor Merriwether, Seneca 
R. Taylor, H. M. Pollard and Clinton 
Rowell were there in the interest 
of the ‘'Twenty-eighth Ward Mutual 
Protective, Benevolent and Improvement 
Association’’ and several hundred others not 
members of the association with the long 
name. This makes a rather complicated case 
of the simple injunction and there is a 
thin vein of humorrunning through it. The 
Union avenue line yet to be built has the right 
to run east from Union avenue over the Ner- 
row-Gauge road to Vandeventer avenue. G3 
the other hand the Cable & Western in accept- 
ing the right of way of the St. Lonis & Creve 
Coeur Railway in 1885 also agreed to abide by 
the contracts in that ordinance, one of which 
was to tear up the Narrow-Gauge tracks east 
of Taylor avenue and lay a _ cable 
road June 6, 1889. The Union avenue 
company having the right to use the 


Narrow-Gauge tracks appeal to the ‘court to 
enjoin the Cable & Western from tearing up 
its track, and thus prevent them reaching 
town.

PICTURE-TAKERS ORGANIZING TO CONTROL 
THE BUSINESS AND REGULATE PRICES, 


> . 

An Association That Has Already Grown to 
Large Proportions—The Local Photogra- 
phers Have Not Been Included but They 
Say They Will Not Go In—They Bitterly 
Oppose the Scheme, 


New Yorn, May 16.—A Times Buffalo (N. T.) 
special says: Agents have been working here 
for several days in the interests of a gigantic 
combine and in spite of the greatest efforts at 
secrecy the truth has gradually leaked out. 
The photographers of the United States and 
all the copying houses if possible are to be 
combined into one association. Bogardus, 
the celebrated photographer of New York, is 
one of the originators of the scheme. The 
association already bas 40, 000 members and 
extends over a large territory, mostly east of 
here. An entrance fee of $2 is paid on joining 
and 50 cents monthly thereafter. It is claimed 
that there is now $100,000 in the treasury. 
The photographers are graded according to 
excellence and are allowed to charge for their 
work according to a scale established aoe the 
several grades. 

The usual plan for crushing out those who 
do not come into the association, it is under- 
stood, isto be pursued, that is, prices will be 
put temporarily ata rate so low that they can- 
not stand the competition. During the warfare 
the members of the association are to receive | 
from the association the difference between | 
the amount which they actually receive for 
their work and their regular price list. Em- 
ployes are also allowed to _— the combina- 
tion. Their wages are to maintained by 
the association. It is said that most of the 
photographers in Buffalo have gone into the 
combination. 


What the Local Photographers Say. 


Thé local photographers know little of this 
proposed organization, but when they were 
told about it they instantly manifested a great 
deal of antipathy towards any such 


combination. They ridiculed the 
idea and said that a monopoly of their busi- 
ness was an impossibility, so impossibie that 
it was ridiculous to even suggeatit. They 
announced that they would bitterly fight any 
scheme by which an association would be 

iven control of their business, and the in- 
fa stice of any such plan was recited and re- 
peated. 

J. C. Strauss was found at his gallery, and 
when the subject was mentioned he said:*‘‘I 
have heard from time to time that some pho- 
tographers were endeavoring to orgunize a 
trust of that kind, but I have paid but little 
attention to it because I am not inter- 
rested in it and do not think that 
itcan be successful. No photographer who 
does truly artistic work needs anything of the 
kind to help him. Itis quality ot the work 
that brings business to a photographer, and 
every one whose work is good finds plenty of 
customers. Such an association as this 
but one purpose, and that 
elevate the price of work. Nothing 
about improving the quality and they do not 
propose to adopt any measures that will be 
an artistic benefit to the profession. What 
they want to do is to raise the price of poor 
work and they should succeed 
that kind of work would retro- 
grade rather than improve, for with fixed 
and maintained prices there would beno in- 
centive to do good work. I think that such an 
association would be a great injury to the pro- 
fession, and it certainly would be a great 
wrong to the public. At present each pho- 
tographer is judged according to the work he 
— s, and those who are artists are willing 

le ＋ ae! to stand upon that basis. I want 
to feel that my success is due to my merit, 
that I havealarge number of customers, be- 
cause I do good work for them and they 
recognize my skill, and not ause an 
association has stood behind me and, 
with the contributions of others enabled 
me to reduce my prices. Idon’t want to do 
such business andI won’tdoit. The trust is 
simply an organization of cheap workers who 
want to get prices thatthey do not deserve, 
and I will not join in any such movement. 

Genelli was seen and askea if he had heard 
anything of the trust. No he replied, 
„not recently. The photographers have deen 
trying for years to organize something of that 
kind, but it has proved impossible. It simply 
cannot be done, because there are too many 
photographers in the country. Just think of 
the thousands of them in every State. 
Why, they could not organize them all 
under any circumstances. They have wanted 
to do it, but the plan has come to nothing so 
often that I did not know anyone was at- 
tempting it at the present time. No good pho- 
tographer will go into a combination of that 
sort. They do notintend to put themselves 
under the control of any association, and 
those who are artists and who 
have reputations in their profession do 
not want to put themselves on a basis with 
the poor men. 

ut this trust proposes to 
according to their ability and 
them on those gradations. 

‘*That can’t be done; it is absolute folly and 
Iwillshow you why. I make cabinets, for 
example, for from $1.50to $a dozen and the 
difference in the price is on account 
of the difference in material and 
tbe work. The card on which the chea 
pictures are mounted costs about one-tent 
of the price ofthe card on which I mount the 
best, Then in takingthe highest 8 plot · 
ures the person of whom itis taken may sit 
untii he or she is satisfied. I may use $10 
worth of plates before i get a negative to suit. 
But with the cheapest 1 use the cheap mate- 
rial, give oniy one sitting and no proof. 
Now with ali the grades between these two 
extremes how are we to be graded? Where 
would they put me? It you pass a ray of solar 
light through a prism it will be divided up 
into seven colors and running across the speo- 
trum will be about 2,000 lines, Thatisaboutthe 
condition of our business. There are grades of 
work and each of those grades is modified ina 
hundred different ways. It is absolutely im- 
possible to establish grades, and more than 
that no photographer who has any pride in 
his business will permit an association to dic- 
tate how that business shall be run. I will 
not. Ifthey attempt to organize that associa- 
tion here I will fight it if everyone in the city, 
or in the whole country is in it. 

Rosch said: Lam sure the movement will 
not be asuccess, for no attempt to organize 
tne photographers has ever been successful. 
The American Photographic Association has a 
large number of members, and has avery 
nice time at each of its annual conven- 
tions, but when you attempt to organize 
them for business purposes the attempt is in- 
variably a failure. Now, take the question of 
insuring negatives. The insurance compaaies 
will not insure them for much more than the 
value of the glass, yet a Oe ea bse wont 8 
n 1 — may ring binn $8,000 o worth 

usiness every year. I tried An introduce 
~ insurance feature, but though it was agi- 
tated and talked of and howled about, it 
could not be adopted. Another reason why 
— trust must fall is that the good photog . 
8 ers will not go into it. They don’t want 
o put on a basis with the second and third 
pod men. Why, about three years ago 
the asociation tried the grading system; they 
sent out books of the prices each was to 
charge. They bad them all set down—Rosch, 
so much for @abinets; Strauss, so ey for 
cabinets, and so on, but no one a ° 
tention to it, and the scheme fei through. I 
will not let anyone or any association regu- 
late my business and no other good photog- 
rapher will.
